The direction and driving force for the CDL(BB) itself seems to core mainly 
from China-bom Chinese high school teachers, especially those at the Nan 
Yang High School o* 

The Kuo iriin tang Revolutionary Commit teo (KMTRC) in Rangoon is composed of 
Chinese who were previously staunchly pro-ICMT but who joined the XMTRG be- 
cause they did not want to be on the wrong side of the fence when the 
Chinese Communist embassy is established in Rangoon,.*# Most of the numbers 
of the KMTRC are businessmen and their Communism consists, at most, of lip- 
service to the new government iri China* They are lukewarms towards, and 
soitb may even be hostile to, Communism as such* If it were not for the 
pressure put on them by the CDL(BB), the KMTRC would probably die for lack 
oi enthusiasm* 
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3»Tte overwhelming majority of the Chinese in Rangoon know nothing about 

politics or jovemnont, and they are not interested in Conramisia, Socialism, 
or any other "ism",. Many of them, however, can be talked into signing peti- 
tions or even contributing their names to the membership rolls of a patriotic 
Chinese society.
